Trip Today

Baltimore, Sept, 18, The nonmag-
netie ship Carnegic, one ot the maost
unusual vessels afloat, which line heen
repairing at this port for more thun
three months, will leave todny for a
test Irl!r to Washington. Then a thirty
months' eruise will be stacted, during
which the vessel will visit every corner
The Carnegie, owned by
the Carnegle Institute, performs im-
portant rcientific work in deteoting
compass devintion and variation at va-
rlous points. Her reports are of grent
value to mariners.

No steel or iron is used in the ¢on-
struction of the Carnegie, for the
presence of these metnls would interfere
with the aceuracy of the observations.
When observations sare being made
knives and even collar buttons made of
metal aro taken from the crew and
placed in # nonconducting insulated box.

Mr. Wilson's statement, containiug
the questions und answers, follows:

Will you etate the underly-
ing consideration which dictated an
awardiog of six votes to the Dritish
empire in the nesembly, and ix it trye
that Great Britaln will outvotn us in
the league of nationa and thereby con-
trol the league's action?

Not Controlled by British

Anawer, The consideration which
led to asslgning six votes to self-gov-
erniog portions of the British empire
was that they have, in effect, in nll
but forcign policies, hecome mutono-
mous self-governing =tates, their pol-
iey, in all but foreign nﬂ’airn. being
independent of the control of the Brit-
igh governmaont, and in many respects
dissimilar from it. Rut it is not true
that the British empire can outvols
us in the league of natlons, nnd,
therefore, control the action of the
lengue, beeause in every matter uvotlh
the admission of new members in tho

vote of the representatives of the
states which are members of the conn-
eil, 8o _that in all matters of nctlon
the affirmative wote of the United
States fs pecessary and equivalent to
the united vote of the representatives
